Pederal General Says That He Wants 
No Monument to That ‘‘Rebel’’ 
in Washington, and He 
Is Backed Up by One 
Potter. 


Washington, October 7.—The veterans 
of the Grand Army of the Republic and 
their friends were entertained today by 
@ parade given in honor of the naval vet- 
erans and by a number of reunions held 
in the big assefbly tents at Camp Roose- 
velt. The attendance has steadily in- 
creased during the day and tdnight the 
city is crowded as it has been only on 
very rare occasions. 

The naval] parade of the forenoon was 
mot as large as many that have been 
geen in Washington, but it was in every 
way interesting. The veterans of the 
navy each appeared to be an embodiment 
of much of the nation's recent history, 
pnd every squad of them was an object 
pf interested observation. They were gen- 
prally old men, and many bore evidences 
of wounds received in battle. In striking 
contrast to them were the young men 
of all the branches of the present ser- 
vice, who marched with them. They. in- 
cluded representatives of both the land 
and naval] forces, and elicited as much fa- 
vorable comment for their. fine .appear- 
ance as men, as they did for -their ex- 
cellent discipline. 

Dewey Reviews Parade. 

The paarde was reviewed from the 
gtand in front of the white house by 
Admiral Dewey and Commander in Chief 
Torrance. With them were Secretaries 
Moody and Root, Admiral Taylor and 
most of the members of the diplomatic 
Corps ‘now in the city. Admiral Dewey 
was in full uniform and was accompanied 
Dy two aides. 

All day long a constant stream of vis- 
ftors and veterans moved in the tem- 
porary white house and looked up at the 
window of the room on the second floor, 
which is occupled by the president. At 
times several hundred people were col- 
lected on the sidewalk opposite. Mary 
of the veterans ascended the steps and 
inquired concerning the president's condi- 
tion. 

During the day the Sons of Veterans 
began their encampment. A monument 
to the late General Horatio G. Wright, 
at one time commander of the Sixth army 
torps, was unveiled at Arlington. 

During the day there were a number 
of reunions of regiments, divisions, corps 
and armies. All of them were held in 
the large tents at Camp Roosevelt. 

The huge tent which has been given 
the name of General Philip Sheridan, was 
‘crowded during the afternoon. The prin-

Spindletop Swept by Fire 
Early This Morning 


ONE PERSON IS KNOWN 
TO HAVE LOST HIS LIFE 


Man Attempted To Blow Out His 
Lantern and in an Instant Oil 
Was in Fiames—Property 
Loss Estimated at 
$100,000. 


Beaumont, Tex., October 8, 2 a. m.—An- 

other destructive fire, the second within 
a month, swept over a portion of the oil 
field last night, causing one known fa- 
tality and entailing a property loss 
roughly estimated at $100,000. The fire at 
2 o'clock this morning is still burning, 
but practical] ofl men declare that the 
flames will spbside before daylight. 
' Thomas Rowley, a worker in the fietd, 
was caught in the path of the flames and 
sustained burns from which he will die. 
This is believed to be the only casualty. 

The fire started in a peculiar manner. 
Shortly before midnight a workman lifted 
the top of his lantern to blow out the 
light. The atmosphere was heavily laden 
with gas and in an instant there was a 
tiash, followed by a sheet of flame. 

The blaze was communicated to a small 
settling tank near by owned by J. S.: 
Corbett. In an instant a derrick adjoin- 
ing the tank was enveloped in fire and 
with remarkable rapidity the flames 
spread to other derricks in the Hogsg- 
Swayne tract, which comprises one of 
the largest sections of the oi] field. 
The fire department and hundreds of 
citizens rushed to the scene, but their 
efforts to check the flames were unavail- 
ing. Excitement ran high and in the 
ccnfusion a rumor became current that 
tweive or fifteen persons had perished in 
the flames. This report was’ telephoned 
to many outside towns, but careful in- 
vestigation at a later hour showed that 
only one fatality occurred. 

There are no gushers in the immediate 
vicinity of the fire and unless a strong 
wind should develop it is believed that 
the damage will ‘be confined to the de- 
struction of seventy-five derricks and 
twenty pumping plants. 

At 2:30 a. m. the fire is under control 
and will be extinguished in another hour. 


AN IRRIGATION SENSATION. 


Merger with Trans-Mississipp! Con- 
gress Is Proposed. 

Colorad6 Springs, Colo., October 7.-—A 
sensation was sprung in the National 
Irrigation congress in the action of the 
executive committee voting to recom- 
mend that the meetings of the irrigation 
congress be merged with those of the 
trans-Mississippi congress next year. The 
Utah delegation of forty members, the 
largest outside of Colorado, are emphat- 
ically against the merger. 

In his report, Secretary Maxson said 
in regard to President Roosevelt’s par- 
ticipation in the preliminary work: 

‘Too much credit cannot be given to 
President Roosevelt for his part in the 
passage of the irrigation bill. To his firm 
stand for irrigation legislation at this 
session, the passage of the bill is un- 
doubtedly due.”’ 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson sent a 
telegram of greeting. 


JACKSON TO GO UP HIGHER. 


Secretary at Berlin To Be Made a 
Minister. 

Washington, October 7.—John B. Jack- 
son, who has been secretary of embassy 
at Berlin since 18%, is also slated for an 
important diplomatic appointment, the 
purpose being to send him to one of the 
first desirable ministries that becomes 
vacant. His promotion is to be based 
upon the same reason as inspired that 
of Mr. White, namely, a desire to extend 
into the diplomatic service the principle 
of promotion based on merit which has 
worked so well in other branches of the 
government service. The recent changes 
in American embassies and ministries was 
inspired by this same motive, and it is 
felt that men of higher quality can be 
retained in the diplomatic service when 
it becomes known that the best places 
are to be filled by the promotion of those 
in the subordinate posts who show par- 
ticular fitness for the work. 


PORTO RICANS ARE ALIENS. 


So Federal Judge Lacomb, of New 
York, Holds. 

New York, October 7.—A decision was 
handed down today in the United States 
circuit court by Judge Lacomb, in which 
he holds that a citizen of Porto Rico is 
not a citizen of the United States, and as 
such entitled to land here without inter- 
ference from the immigration authorities, 
but is, the insular decisions notwithstand- 
ing. an alien within the meaning of the 


law.

New York, October 7~The board of al- 
dermen of New York in special session 
adopted a resolution yrging Governor 
Stone to call an extraordinary session of 
the legislature of Pennsylvania to con- 
sider measures to insure the immediate 
;and full operation of the coal mines. A 


resolution was also adopted calling upon 
tne mayor of New York to take steps to 
adopt prompt measureg to alleviate ail 
hardships to the poor of the city resulting 
from the scarcity of coal.” Alderman Mc- 
Call said: : 

“I hereby give notice that if the coa!

that the public schoois be. closed. I am 
informed that. the board of education 
spends annually from $8,000,000 to $5,000,000 
for coal. If the’very grave ¢ituation that 
now appears inevitable. shall develop I 
shall ask this body to fequest the board 
of education to close the public schools 
and to distribute that ‘coal among the 
worthy poor of the city.”’

Coal Trust May Be Probed. 

New York, October 7.—It Was learned 
today that United States District Attor- 
ney Burnett had been instructed by the 
attorney general in Washington to in- 
vestigate the working of the coal trust 
in his district, that of the southern half 
of New York state. General Burnett 
declined, however, to state the nature 
of the investigation to be made by him 
or when it would be commenced. Fur- 
ther than to state that such an investi- 
gation had been ordered he would not 
talk. 

Washington, October 7.—It is stated 
here that the investigation into the al- 
leged anthracite coal trust which Dis- 
trict Attorney Burnett will make has 
no significance as regards the present 
strike so far as the administration is 
concerned. The matter was referred fo 
the district attorney for the southern 
district of New York for investigation 
in the regular course of practice of the 
department. Several days ago the de- 
partment of justice received a formal 
petition from New York alleging the 
existence of an anthracite coal trust 
and requesting the department to pro- 
ceed against it under the Sherman anti. 
trust law.. The usual course of the de- 
partment, it is said, where such peti- 
tions are. formally presented, accompa- 
nied by allegations as to matters of fact, 
is to refer the matter to the district at-

Strike Leader Won’t- Order Men 
To Work on. Promise of 
an Investigation 


COAL BARONS MUST ACT, 
MITCHELL DECLARES 


Strike Leader and Manufacturers 
Confer at Buffalo — Manufac- 
turers Will Meet the Oper- 
ators Today in Effort To 
Bring About Peace. 


Buffalo, N. Y., October 7.—The con- 
ference between the committee appointed 
by the national manufacturers and Pres- 
ident Mitchell and his Neutenants held 
at the Iroquois hotel this afternoon did 
not result in any definite plan being 
agreed for the partial resumption of work 
in the anthracite coal fields, but the 
members of the manufacturers’. commit- 
tee stated that they were greatly pleased 
with the progress made. 

The fact that communication was estab- 
lished with the operators by long-distance 
phone and an appointment made to meet 
a committee representing them in Phila- 
delphia tomorrow is looked upon as sig- 
nificant, as it had been announced by 
members of the committee that there ex- 
isted no understanding with the operators 
prior to today’s meeting, and no step in 
that direction would be taken until the 
negotiations with President Mitchell 
reached a stage where such a meeting 
would promise results, 

Mr. Mitchell this afternoon positively 
declined to discuss the request made by 
President Roosevelt that Mitchell use his 
influence to induce the miners to resume 
work with a promise of the appointment 
of a committee to investigate the miners’ 
grevances. lt was learned, however, that 
Mr. Mitchell does not regard the propo- 
sition favorably, and that he will decline 


| ‘to ask the miners to resume work under 


the conditions stipulated.

Statement by Manufacturers. 

The conference was held behind closed 
doors, and only a brief statement was 
given out at the end of the meeting. The 
statement is as follows: 

“The committee of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers has listened to 
the explanation of the present strike diffi- 
pety as offered by a special committee 
of the United Mine Workers, at the head 
of which was Mr. Mitchell; the National 
Association of Manufacturers has learned 
what it could of the conditions, and now 
goes to Philadeiphia for the purpose of 
om tagr a committee of mine operators, 
with the idea of getting their side of ithe 
difficulty. The National Association of 
Manufacturers’ committee carries nd 
proposition from the mine workers, and 
has no other mission than the desire to 
speedily bring about a settlement of this 


dispute.

It fs known that Mr. Mitchell was ap- 
pealed to, on the ground of humanity, 
to concede every possible point so that 
the country might be saved from the 
hardships and sufferings incident to a 
coal famine, which seemed inevitable. It 
is also stated that a proposition of some 
kind was submitted to the mine workers, 
but the terms specified are not obtain- 
able. 

Miners Not Supplicants. 

In reply Mr. Mitchell pofnted out in 
substance that offers for conciliation: al- 
ready brought forth by those high in 
authority had been spurned by the opera- 
tors. He would not place the miners in 
the positions of supplicants for peace. 
They were willing to abide by the de- 
cision of fair arbitrators. As the matter 
now stood, a proposal from the operators 
was the thing to be expected. 

After the meeting President Parry was 
asked if the conference had resulted in 
bringing any nearer the solution of the 
strike question. ' 

“We have great hopes that something 
definite will be done,’ he replied. 

“What if ‘this attempt at conciliation 
proves to be a failure ”’ 

“Then the prospect is a bad one. Man- 
ufacturers are trying to run on soft coal, 
but they cannot get a sufficient quantity 
of that. One cannot contract for any 
large quantity. In a short time this wil! 
be exhausted. This will mean the shut- 
ting down of factories, depriving work- 
ingmen of an opportunity to earn a live- 
lihood and adding hunger as well as cold 
to the miseries of the people.” 

“How many men are employed in fac- 
tories represented bBy ‘the association?’ 

“There are 1,500 manufacturers, and 
each employs from 506 to 1,500 men.”

| Roosevelt to Mitchell. 

Washington, October 7.—The following 
statement was made public at the white 
house this afternoon: 

On Monday, October 6, Hon. Carroll D. 
White,: Commissioner of labor, went to 
Philadelphia and gave to Mr. John Mitch- 
el] the following from the presdent: 

“*If Mr. Mitchell will secure the imme-

WILL BAYONETS 
BREAK STRIKE? 


Opinion Qivided As To Effect 
of Stone's Action

It is 
intimated that this attitude would be 
still further emphasized in the appoint- 
ment of his successor.

WAR GAME AT FORT RILEY. 


Nothing Spectacular About the Per- 
formance Yesterday. 

Fort Riley, Kans., October 7.—Today’s 
maneuvers were fine in performance, but 
poor from a spectacular point of view as 
showing any of the pomp and circum- 
stance of war. The exercise, in brief, 
was the deployment of a line of battle 
preparatory to making an attack upon 
an enemy in position. 

The attacking force of the Blues was 
commanded by General Kobbe. The 
Blues advanced to the attack in three 
columns with great energy. The Browns 
fired upon them just enough to enable 
the Blues to determine the position of 
their enemy and t oform their line of the 
attack. Operations then ceased, and the 
formations of attack and defense were 
inspected by the umpires. During the af- 
ternoon Menophee’s mule battery went 
out into the hills for target practice. This 
battery was purchased abroad for use in 
the Philippines, and its practicability in 
the field has not yet been demonstrated. 
The practice this afternoon was with 
shrapnel, and was pronounced satisfac- 
tory. 

The pontoon bridge constructed across 
the Kansas river by the engineers was 
tested during the afternoon by a succes- 
sion of troops, infantry, cavalry and ar- 
tillery. The bridge withstood every test, 
and was declared by the umpires to be 
good enough for anybody in time of war.

Several White Men Implicated by the 
Negro Ghouls. 
Indianapolis, Ind., October 7.—An ef- 
fort was made by the police today to 
interest officials of gas belt cities in the 
operations of tha grave robbers. The 
ghouls have made statements in which 
they say the cemeteries about Anderson, 
Alexandria, Elwood, Fairmount and sev- 
eral other places had been robbed of 
hundreds of bodies. A cemetery at Fair- 
mount, they say, has been robbed so re- 
peatedly that very few bodies remain.

white men implicated.

Spears, the proprietor, who this morn- 
ing denied that any of the graves in 
the cemetery were empty, admitted that 
the graves of Dorie Snowden, Ed. John- 
son and others were empty. He said, 
however, that the bodies had been buried 
in the coffins under a thin layer of earth 
and that before the. grave diggers had 
filled up the graves the bodies had been 
stolen. Asked how he knew all this and 
why he had not reported it before, he 
made no reply. He admitted further 
that many other graves in the cemetery 
were empty and he could tell the empty 
graves by a little mark he had placed 
on them. 

The grave of Mrs. Katrina Derringer, 
who died six weeks ago, was opened at 
the German Catholic cemetery today 
and found to be empty. , 


DIAMOND THIEF’S BIG HAUL. 


Unset Gems Valued at $18,000 Ta- 
ken from Under Man’s Pillow. 
New York, October 7.—Abram Freimann, 
an:importer of diamonds, whose place of 
business is in Maiden Lane, reported to 
the police today that ten packages of un- 
set diamonds, valued at $18,000, were 
taken from beneath his pillow on which 
he was sleeping at nis home some time 
between 9 o'clock last night and 3 o’clock 
this morning.

SPEECHES BY SHAW AND GAGE 


At Corner Stone Laying of New York 

Customs House. ‘ 
' New York, October 7.—The corher stone 
of the New York customs house was laid 
today. The ceremoniees were made im- 
pressive by the presence of a number 
of committees of prominent men from the 
leading mercantile and industrial organi- 
zations and detachments of militia and 
regular troops. Speeches were made by 
Secretary of the Treasury Snaw and for- 
mer Secretary Gage. 

Secretary Shaw said in part: 

“Our foreign commerce, like the pro- 
ductive and consumptive capacity of our 
people, has increased more rapid" than 
our population. Since 186) population has 
multiplied by two and one-half, while 
our foreign commerce has multiplied by 
three and one-third. Thus our very pros- 
perity redounds to the advantage of those 
across the seas, who supply that which 
we do not produce. 

“Not only is this true, but the public 
revenues are dependent in a great meas- 
ure upon our prosperity. In 1894 we had a 
deficit in round numbers of $70,000,000. I 
have had the actuary of the treasury de- 
partment carefully estimate the probable 
result if the conditions existing in 18M 
were repeated, and the people of the 
United States were to produce, to im- 
port and to consume in the same propor- 
tion per capita that they did in that 
year, and of the same class of goods, and 
he estimated our annual deficit, under 
the present revenue laws of, the United 
States, at approximately $90,000,000. 

“We labor under a disadvantage, as 
compared with some other countries, in 
our standard of weights and measures. 
Sooner or later we mmust come to the 
metric system, and, in my judgment, the 
sooner the better. But we have the ad- 
vantage over ail other great commercial 
countries in our monetary denominations, 
I wish I might say in monetary system.”

This 
year we are raising in the United States 
as much corn as was raised in the world 
last year. 

“The education that has been going 
on in the interest of the agriculturist 
during the last thirty years has pro- 
duced wonderful results, but all, or near- 
ly 80, are upon one side of this two- 
sided question, viz, upon the side of pro- 
duction, without touching the question 
of distribution or the question of the re- 
lation of the agriculturist to the govern- 
ment or governments under which = he 
lives and by virtue of which he is pro- 
tected. We are living in an age of com- 
binations, an age when corporations and 
corporate interests unite for purposes 
which to them seem wise and just, an 
age when the labor element is organized 
for purposes which to it seem just and 
right, an age in which capital, generally 
speaking, is organized and combined for 
reasons which to it seem just and right, 
so that when any problem arises, from 
the question of distribution to the ques- 
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POWER OF CONGRESS 
TO SETTLE STRIKES 


Judge Bartlett Says It Can Do Nothing To Stop 
Present Trouble or Prevent Future Walk 
~ Outs if Called in Extra Session. 


Macon, Ga,, October 7.—(Special.)—In 
an interview in The Telegraph, Congress- 
man Bartlett says congress has no power 
to pass any law which would remedy the 
condition of affairs now existing by reason 
of the strike in the anthracite coal region. 
He also says that no action can be taken 
which will prevent future strikes. Fol- 
lowing is the interview in full: 

“I do not believe that congress has the 
power to do anything to put a stop to 
the strike, or prevent future strikes, even 
if it were called in extra session by the 
president. It could remove the present 
tariff 01 coal, which is 67 cents per ton, 
and admit coal free, but if any effert is 
mad to reduce the tariff on coal, or any 
other article, the republicans understand 
that that would open the question of tariff 
revision, and for that reason would be 
unwilling, in my judgment, to take any 
“— in that direction. 

“I think the president acted wisely in 
endeavoring to intervene between the 
miners and the owners’of the coal mines, 
and in suggesting to them the necessity 
of adjusting their differences. I think the 
whole country will applaud the action of 
Mr. Mitchell in offering to submit the 
cause of the miners to a board of arbi- 
tration, to be selected by the president. 
It showed a disposition on his part to 
submit the cause of the miners to any 
fair-minded tribunal; and the refusal of 
the mine owners to consent that the dif- 
ferences between them and the miners 
shouldg be submitted to such a tribunal 
goes a long Way to demonstrate that the 
mine owners are not blameless in the 
matter. In fact, the statements made by 
President Baer and the other representa- 
tives of the mine owners to the president 
evinced a spirit of arrogance and indif- 
ference to the public interest. Hence- 
forth the people can justly lay the blame 
for the continuation of this disastrous 
strike, which so seriously affects the 
whole public, to the mine owners, and not 
to the miners. ' 

“I do not believe that congress has the 
power under the constitution of the 
United States to take charge of and 
operate the coal mines. Congress can 
only take private property for - public 
uses, and that after just compensation 
has first been paid. In order for con- 
gress to take charge of the coal mines, 
or any other property, and operate it, 
such as railroads or other public utilities, 
would require, in my judgment, an amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 
States, and would be a species of pater- 
nalism not contemplated under our form 
of government. It might be that con- 
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gress could pass an act similar to the* 
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one which it passed in 1888, which was an 
act to create boards of arbifation, and 
a commission for settling and arbitrating 
differences between railroad corporations 
and other common carriers e in 
interstate commerce, and their employees. 

“This act Was amended and virtually 
repealed by another act passed in June 
iss, providing for the arbitration and 
Seiticment of differences between com- 
mon carriers and their empioyees, when 
Such common carriers were engaged in 
interstate business; put that act contained 
Lhothing that was compuisory, so far as 
compelling the purties to submit their 
differences to arbitration it provided 
for th? manner tn which the parties could 
submit their differences to arbitration, 
and proved for the enforcement of the 
judgment ot the arbitraters. The judg- 
ment was to be enforced by having the 
finding of the arbitrators filed in the clr- 
cult court of the United States, and gave 
the circuit court of the United States 
power to carry out the finding of such ar- 
bitrators. Congress might fave the power 
and 1 am inclined to think it has, to pro- 
Vide for the voluntary submission to arbi- 
tration of differences between employers 
and employees, wnoere the business en- 
gaged in, cr the products produced arse 
transported or sold in the various states, 
cr, in ctner words, where the manufac- 
turers or producers carry on an interstate 
business; ana it cour provide, as it did 
in the act of 1s¥8, that the judgment of 
the arbitrators in such ‘cases should be 
enforced, Dy the United States courts. 

“In the case of the coal strike, con- 
gress might enact a law, providing that 
whenever a controversy shail 
tween the owners of the coal mines, who 
preduce coal and transport and sell it in 
the various states of the union, or who 
carry cn interstate ecommerce in their 
products—that such diiterences may be 
submitted to arbitration, the board of ar- 
bitrators to be eciected in the manner pre- 
scribed in ttl: act. 

“| gee no end to the coal strike, except 
the power of endurance on the part of the 
cCcal miners, and the: conduct of Presi- 
dent Mitchell, in his interview with the 
president on Friday last, in my Judgment, 
has aroused Me sympafhies of the Ameri- 
can people for the miners. It is but an- 
other evidence of the power and arro- 
gance of the trusts of the country, and 
emphasizes tre present d*mand for the 
enactmént of some daw Py congress which 
will either destroy the ‘trusts or weaken 
their power. Unless reljef in some meas- 
ure is ‘afforded the peagple from the power 
and exactions of the frusts, we are likely 
to end in a revolution of some Kind, when 
the peopite resort to foree to cure evils 
which are not destroved by law.’’ 
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tion of legislation, they are prepared at 
short notice to determine what action 
should be taken, and then act as a unit.

Macon, Ga., October 7.—(Special.)— 
Colonel E. C. Machen, one of our former 
citizens, spent a few hours in the city 
today. As the Brunswick and Birming- 
ham railroad sprung a surprise on the 
public by running its full train from 
Brunswick to Tifton, including a trip 
Over the Ocilla and Irwinville railroad 
within the last two days, it has fur- 
nished much food for speculation as to 
what it all means, 

Colonel Machen said the trip had no 
special significance at this time beyond 
the fact that Charges L, Hyde, the presil- 
dent of the road, was making a tour of 
inspection of the Brunswick and Bir- 
mingham property and had taken the 
other offictals along so as to gather full 
particulars for his guidance. 

Asked if the alliance between the At-

Important Opinion Hasided Down by 
Circuit Coutt of Appeals 


DECIDES INSURANCE CASE 


Ruling of Judge Newman Is Official. 
Court Will Begin Hearing Cases 
Monday — Other Ma 
Considered by United 
States Court. 


The United States circuit court of ap- 
peals yesterday handed down an im- 
portant decision and opinion, affirming 
the judgment of Judge Wiliam T. New- 
man in a case in which he ruled that a 
beneficiary under an insurance policy 
which contained the suicide clause could 
not recover where the poficy holder com- 
mitted suicide, 

The opinion is in the case of William 
M. McDowell against the Fraternal 
Union of America. The case was heard 
before Judge Newman and he decided 
An appeal 
was then taken to the circuit court of 
appeals and was argued before that 
tribunal in New Orleans some time 
ago. 

Williagf A. McDowell, of Athens, held 
a policy with the Fraternal Union of 
America for little more than $2,000, the 
policy naming William M. McDowell as 
béneficiary. The policy holder was killed 
by @ gunshot wound and the Fraternal 
Union refused to pay the amount of the 
policy, claiming that McDowell had com- 
mitted suicide. It was alleged that a 
clause in the policy stipulated that the 
policy would be void if the holder com- 
mitted suicide, while sane or tnsane. 

Held They Could Not Recover. 
‘The plaintiff contended that the Fra- 
ternal Union was liable for ...e amount 
and brought suit. It was claimed that 
if McDowell took his own life he was 
insane and that, not knowing what he 
was doing, it was not his act. Under 
the ruling of Judge Newman, the “sane 
or insane’’ clause in insurance policies 
is valid, the effect being that beneficta- 
ries cannot recover in case of suicide. 

The Fraternal Union was represented 
by Attorney Shepard Bryan and Mc- 
Dowell, the plaintiff, was represented 
by Attorney B. H. Hill, of Atlanta, and 
Attorney Gtigsby Thomas, of Athens. 

Another opinion was also handed down 
by the court yesterday. The judgment 
was affirméd in the case of United States 
ex rel. George P. Kerr, plaintiff in error, 
against the city of New Orleans et al., 
defendants in error. — :

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FAIR-AT ATHENS 


Committee Decides To Give 
Another Great Show 
Next Year. 


Athens, Ga., October 7.—(Special.)—The 
Athens wheat and oat fair, which has 
been given quite successfully in this city 
for the past two years, wil] be given 
again next year. This was decided yester- 
day morning by the committee in charge 
of the fair. It has been demonstrated that 
much good has resulted from the holding 
of this fair in the past and it has now 
come to be a permanent feature. 

A few years since the importance of 
wheat and oat culture was widely dis- 
cussed in this section of the state and 
Messrs. C. T. Hussey and C. B, Griffeth, 
of this city, conceived the lea of offer- 
ing handsome cash premiums to farmers 
excelling in this line of agriculture and 
providing for them @ cash market for 
their surplus crops. The sum of $500 was 
| easily secured fgr premiums and in the 
first contest there were over 100 competi- 
tors living in the ten counties contiguous 
to Athens. That year the crops were ex- 
ceedingly fine and the results of the con- 
tests showed that many reco ag to 
wheat and oat culture had been broken. 
In several instances the size of the crop 
per acre would have done credit to the 
very best grain lands in the United 
States, thus demonstrating the fact that 
small grains can be grown successfully in 
this section of Georgia, 

As a result of the first wheat and oat 
fair held in this city the grain acreage 
of northeast Georgla was almost doubled 
last season and although the crops were 
not sg good as before, the interest in 
grain culture in this section has not 
abated in the least. Before the wheat and 
oat fair was inaugurated the average far- 
mer did not produce his bread at home. 
Now the farmer is an exception who does 
not raise enough wheat to bread his 
family throughout the year. 

Fully one hundred farmers have al- 
ready signified their intention to enter 
the wheat and oat fair contest next sea- 
son and it is probable that these contests 
will have twice a8 many entries next year 
as they have had in the past. The com- 
mittee has decided that it is better to hold 
the fair during the summer than in the 
fall. and consequently the fair next year 
wit be held in August. Specifications for 
the contest will be furnished applicants 
within the next few weeks.

FOR NEW METHODIST CHURCH 


OFFICIAL BOARDS INVESTIGAT- 
ING THE SITUATION. 


There Is a Membership of Fourteen 
Hundred in Athens, and New 
Building Is a Necessity. 


Athens, Ga., October 7.—(Special.)—The 
Methodists of Athens are now engaged 
in the work of locating their churches 
to better advantage in this city. There 
are 1,400 Methodist communicants in 
Athens, and undér the present arrange- 
ment of the churches hundreds of them 
are greatly inconvenienced. Recently un- 
der the suggestion of the presiding elder, 
Rev. W. P. Lovejoy, the official boards 
‘of the three churches began to investi- 
gate the situation, with the end in view 
of making better arrangements.

East Athens Methodist church is to be 
merged into Oconee Street Methodist 
church, and it has been decided to move 
Oconee Street church across the Oconee 
river to ‘the triangular lot between Oak 
and Oconee streets. This .lot will be 
given to the church by the Athens Man- 
ufacturing Company. The trustees of 
Oconee Street church have purchased 
the residence of Thomas Moore, on Pe- 
ters street, for a parsonage. This 
church will be convenient to the large 
population in East Athens. By this ar- 
rangement the First Methodist church 
will draw about-two hundred members 
from the present membership of the 
Oconee Street church. The decision to 
rearrange the churches of Athens has 
been reached after mature deliberation, 
and the result will no doubt: be quite 
beneficial to the Methodist denomination 
in this city. ;

‘Weather conditions were unfavorable 
for cotton picking, but generally favor- 
able for all minor crops, except haying, 
which was interfered with by copious 
‘showers and heavy rains over the major 
portion of the state; temperatures aver- 
aged slightly below normal, though day 
temperatures in the early part of the 
week were warm enough to favor all 
fall growing crops. Recent reports show 
that cotton remaining unpicked in the 
fields was somewhat damaged by the 
reavy rains; although cotton picking was 
retarded, it is well advanced, and prac- 
tically completed in some sections of the 
state, except on bottom lands; there will 
be no top crop of any consequence, and 
previous estimates of the poorest yield 
for many years will be fully confirmed. 
Corn was slightly damaged by rain, and 
reports show that the crop, as a whole, 
is very unsatisfactory, making a poor 
yield in most sections; it is being gather- 
ed rapidly and will soon all be housed. 
Hay is reported generally fair, where it 
hag been saved under favorable condi- 
tions. Peas, potatoes, cane, sorghum, 
gardens and all truck patches greatly 
improved. Some oats and rye being 
sown.”’

MEMORIAL HALL 


Preparations Made for Laying 
of Comer Stone 


A Number of the Most Distinguished 
Women in the State Will Be 
Present — Great Work of 
Daughters of the Con- 


federacy. 


Athens, Ga., October 7.—(Special.)— 
Preparations are being made for the lay- 
ing of the corner stone of the Winnie Da- 
vis memorial nall at the State Normal 
schoo] on Saturday, November.1. The 
programme of exercises will be announced 
in full in a few days by Miss M. Ruth- 
erford, president. of the Georgia divisior 
of the Daughters of the Confederacy, the 
organization through. whose efforts this 
handsome memorial building is to be 
erected. 

On the occasion of. the laying of the 
corner stone quite a number of-the most 
distinguished women of the state will be 
present. The session of the Georgia divi- 
sion of the Daughters of the Confeder- 
acy, which is to be held at LaGrange, 
will adjourn October 31 and a large num- 
ber of the delegates in attendance there 
will come to Athens to witness the corner 
stone exercises. 

It was thought that General John B. 
Gordon would be the orator of the day, 
but it has been found impossible to se- 
cure him for that occasion. The orator 
will be selected within the next few 
days. 

The corner stone will be laid by Mount 
Vernon lodge, No. 22, Free and Accepted 
Masons, of this city, and Worshipful 
Master W. F. Dorsey and the members 
of this lodge are arranging a programme 
of Masonic exercises that will be the most 
interesting of its kind ever rendered on 
a similar occasion in Georgia. A num- 
ber of the grand lodge officers of the 
State have been invited to be present and 
fill their respective stations at the corner 
stone exercises. A most elaborate musi- 
cal programme will be rendered under the 
direction of the orchestral and choir of 
Mount Vernon lodge, assisted by the 
young ladies of Lucy Cobb institute. 
Among the other features of interest will 
be an oration by @ member of Mount 
Vernon lodge, who will be selected this 
week. 

The Winnie Davis memorial hall is the 
outcome of the movement started by the 
Georgia division of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy four years ago at their ses- 
sion in Rome. The different chapters of 
the organization have succeeded in rais- 
ing nearly $11,000, to which has been added 
$4,500, the gift of the general educational 
board. The total cost of the building will 
be $21,000, and the remaining amount of 
money will be collected by the Daughters 
of the Confederacy before the building 
is completed. 

The plans of the building were drawn 
by Charles E. Choate, of Augusta, and 
call for a handsome three-story colonia] 
structure, of brick with stone trimmings.

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Setingi Doctrines of Federal Duty. 

This coal strike and the exigencies 
it has produced have led to some most 
curious obsessions of opinions 
among public men and newspapers. 
Measures heretofore regarded as 
revolutionary, socialistic and destruc- 
tive of the republican form of gov- 
ernment are now proposed and even 
urged by those who but recently stood 
in solid array against them. 

It is not.so lopg ago that those who 
advocated government ownership of 
natural monopolies and great public 
utilities were looked upon with lorror 


‘and denounced asthe leaders of semi- 


anarchy, if not anarchy pure and sim- 
ple. Any proposal to give government 
the right to control and manage any 
form of industry was declared to be 
the very aggravation of paternaligm 
and the opponents of- sueh: schemes 
delivered most eloquent preachments 
over the social .and industrial  ad- 
vantages of individualism. =. 

The idea that the general govern- 
ment has any right under the consti- 
tution to coerce uses of private prop- 
erties, or to confiscate them under 
the right of eminent domain except 
for purely national uses, was pro- 
nounced upon as a long and desperate 
step toward -the worst form of im- 
perialism. A centralized government. 
‘with power to interfere with the right 
of the citizen to life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness in the lawful 
possession and uses of his individual 
property has always been abhorrent to 
the essential democracy of our peo- 
ple. The strong slogans of the past 
have been for limitations upon federal 
authority and not for its enlargement. 

But the coal strike has revealed to 
the people how the liberties of indi- 
viduals, of unions and corporations, 
may become so conflicting as to con- 
gest their mutual operations, pro- 
duce a vast wastage ofthe powers of 
production, enforce a famine of pub- 
nie necessaries, and establish a reign 
of actual civil war in given districts, 
as is the case today in Pennsylvania. 

The effect on the public opinion, we 
repeat, is most remarkable... From 
many quarters heretofore esteemed 
the most conservative, from public 
men, from newspapers and from po- 
litical conventions are heard demands 
that the federal authorities act upon 
present conditions without regard to 
precedents, It is urged that the gov- 
ernment can seize the coal mines as 
it took ships during the Spanish- 
American war, as it can take railways 
when the pubfte pertt ‘may require, or 
that congress may take the coal sup- 
ply in Pennsylvania as it has taken 
control of the water supplies in the 
west. ! 

These are bewildering times and 
men who feel the wrong and the suf- 
fering produced by the coal situation 
are not disposed to parley over the 
remedies they seek for relief. As Lin- 
coln took the authority to emancipate 
the slaves of the south in aid of the 
preservation of the union, so many 
seem prepared to see: President 
Roosevelt seize the coal: mines and) 
save millions from the want théAt is 
already pinching them.” What the 
end may be no one seems wise enough 
to predict now, but certainly there 
is a revolution of public opinion in 
progress that may mean some novel 
and radical forms of legislation in the 
future.

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An Opening for the Negroes. 

A well-informed writer in The Arena, 
Mr. Hrolf Wisby, discusses what use 
we can make in a profitable way, other 
than for naval strategy, of. the Danish 
West Indies when we shall. have fully 


acquired them. His conclusion is that | 


they will furnish a splendid opportu- 
nity for the negroes of the south who 
are anxious to emigrate to more con- 
genial surroundings and yet not get 
beyond the protection of the — 
‘States. ' 

Bishop Turner and others who = 
been whooping up the exodus of the 
negro population’ to Africa, or. some 
western wild lands, that they might, 
convert into-a negro state, might do 
well to consider the presentation made 
by Mr. Wisby. The Danish islands 
are very fertile ‘and capable of» sup- 
porting a large and densely located 
population. Their climate is such as 
to forbid, as it has done in the past, 
their full settlement by Caucasian 
races. The negro alone seems able to 
bear the tropic climate, especially in 
labor occcupations in the open fields. 
But in them he will find a prolific re- 
turn if he chooses well the staples he 
can produce. Sugar has ceased to be 
a profitable crop, but hemp can be 
raised under perfect conditions and 
with sure markets and profits. 

Since transportation to the islands 
would not be a long or costly trip from 
southern ports, and since the smali 
farmer would need but scant equip- 
ment to make his crop, even the first 
year, and after that be independent, 
there is in those islands the chance 
for the negroes of the south to people 
them with their own kind and work 
out there the problem of the negro’s 
capacity to organize and operate a 
self-supporting civilization. 

Still, however cogent are the rea- 
sons given and inviting the prospect 
painted, we do not believe there are 
many negroes that will go to the West 
Indian islands. The most of them 
who talk with large imaginations of 
what they could and would do if they 
had the opportunity are yet the most 
averse to pulling loose from their en-

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Improving the Primary Law. 

The more recent elections in prima- 
ries throughout the state have renew- 
ed interest in the subject of improve- 
ments that may easily and helpfully 
be made in the system. It is under- 
stood, of course, that the resort to pri- 
maries was experimental and Atlanta 
was responsible for their initiation in 
this state. Experience has appreved 
the wisdom of making nominations by 
this system and now they have be- 
come quite general for local. as well 
as state purposes. 

There is need, however, for a com- 
pact and thoroughly fair primary elec- 
tion law, operated as a part of the ma- 
chinery of the state, and removed 
completely from the control of irre- 
sponsible individuals or political 
bodies. Such laws have been enacted 
in many other states and have given 
the fullest satisfaction. Under them 
all parties and individuals are given a 
fair’ chance, on the same day, in sep- 
arate party boxes, to make their 
choice of ‘candidates and the nomina- 
tions so made become official. Heavy 
assessments are not laid on candidates 
by which the poor are discouraged and 
the financially well-to-do are favored. 
Rings are destroyed and bossism re. 
duced to the minimum of authority. 

It will be easily within the scope 
and power of the general assembly to 
frame such a law, adapted to Georgia 
conditions, as will give the widest sat- 
isfaction to the people.

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PRESIDENT LIGGETT ON 
AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION 
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A notable address was that delivered 
last night at the state capitol by Presi- 
dent W. M. Liggett, of the Association of 
American Agricultural Colleges and Ex- 
periment Stations. President Liggett 
spoke on the subject ‘‘Agricultural Educa- 
tion,’’ entering a plea for the more thor- 
vugh education of the agricultural masses. 


He said in part: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: The choice ;

twentieth century. Industrial conditions have 
undergone most remarkable -hanges within a 
generation, ani not the least of these changes 
igs the relation of edycation to industry. The 
worker and the educator are no longer fol- 
lowing different roads; or at leust it may be 
said that their paths are converging and that 
they will soon be walking hand in hand. Svl- 
ence is to become the friend and coworker, sf 
not the servant of industry; the school master 
of the present century must respond to the 
femand for instruction in. technical matters. 
Prominent in this new state of affairs is the 
egticultural edutational movement. It is this 
which has ¢ed the organization of this associa- 
tion. And_.I -believe. that you of the “new 
south’ are in hearty’sympethy with all lines 
of agricultural work and particularly with 
those pertaining. to education. 

It 4s with special pleasure, then, I asrure 
you, that I stand befofe such a ‘representative 
bedy of agricultural ‘workers; and it is with 
equal pleastire that: the cordial greetings and 
warm hospitality of, the. people of Atlanta 
have been received. On bebaif of the asso- 
ciation I wish to thatik ovr ‘hosts and assure 
them of our'héarty appreciation, of their hos- 
pitable and sympathetic reception. I have 
taken for. the subject of the annual address 
one in which -we-are all “much interested— 
“Agricultural Education.’’ 

There aré no phases'of education which are 
receiving more attention. at the present time, 
than those pertaining:to agriculture, mechanic 
arts and industrial affairs. It its eminently 
proper it should be so when we consider that 
over half of the people of this country ac- 
tually till the’ soil for a. livelihood, while the 
cther half are either directly or indirectly de- 
pendent on agriculture, which is the greatest 
of all industries. The farmer and mechanic 
are closely associated in their work, and they 
are the people who give strength, character and 
individuality to a nation. 
prospers, the mechanic; the merchant, and all 
of our industries likewise prosper, and when 
he suffers they all suffer.. It is for the best 
interests of our country that we have a well- 
educated, intelligent; progressive and con- 
servative class of farmers. 

The problems relating to agricultural and 
industrial education have during recent years 
received more attention: than in former times. 
Prominent educators have begun to look upon 
this work with more favor, although it has 
presented the hardest problems to solve, and 
naturally, less difficult lines have been de- 
veloped first. 

While the art of agriculture is the oldest one 
known, the selience of agriculture, if such a 
science has: ben born, is the youngest of all. 
I think it can safely be said that workmen 
of a higher order. needed to develop 
agricultural and industrial education than 
in any other line of educational work. And 
agricultural education cannot be developed 
until a suitable way has been prepared. A 
great deal of this pioneer work has been done. 
Broad and substantial foundations have been 
laid, especially in this country, and rapid 
progress may now be expected. 

In many states the farmers’ institutes have 
done excellent educational work. They can 
be made the means of bringing within reach 
of the éarmer the practical results obtained 
by agricultural workers. Valuable suggestions 
can be given in regard to the fertility of 
solid crops and the care and breeding of farm 
animals that will be of inestimable help to 
farm communities. Some years ago, when 
farmers’ institute work was inauguarted in 
Minnesota, it was difficult to induce the farm- 
ers to attend, but after’ a short time a new 
difficulty presented itself, that of finding halls 
enough to hold the audience. [I have known 
farmers to drive 40 miles in the coldest 
weather to attend a farmers’ institute. They 
cettainly would. not go to all this trouble 
i? they did not feel that they were well re- 
paid. The farmers’ institutes call for a spe- 
cial class of -workers—men who are in thor- 
ough sympathy with agriculture, acquainted 
with the needs of the farmer, familiar with 
the results o6btained by sci@nce, and, above all, 
able to present ideas in.& clear and practicat? 
way. It is a good ‘thing for a college pro- 
fessor to make a point of attending one or 
two institutes a year and to take part inthe 
programme. .He will #ee a. different side of 
agricultiral work and present it in an entirely 
new form. By the time he has been asked a 
number of important questions, many of 
which he wif probably be unable to answer, 
he will begin. to realize as never before how 
littl is known about some commonplace things 
relating to agriculture.

things. He cannot intelligently direct indus- 
trial movements without technical knowledge. 
We have the example of the millionaire’s 
son going into the railroad shops toa learn 
the technical details of one of the greatest 
of professions. We see the young graduate 
of. a ‘technical school becoming the wealthy 
mine owner of the west. Although our agfi- 
cultural colleges have but recently taken a place 
among technical institutions, we find our 
graduates already becoming leaders .{n farm 
industry. Throughout the business world there 
is a call for more practical instruction in the 
public schools. There is a s@emingly universal 
demand for President Butler’s ‘‘Efficiency and 
power to-do,.’’ I believe that the system of 
agricultural education which is now taking 
form in America is tending toward a realiza- 
tion of this ideal but eminently practical 
goal. As a first requisite agricultural educa- 
tion has been placed upon a scientific basis. 
Much credit is due to the earlier scientists 
who made this possible. The names of Lie- 
big, Pasteur, Lawes and Gilbert will always 
be an inspiration to the student of agriculture. 
And honor for the workers of the present day 
must not be sparingly awarded. There are 
men now in our laboratories and work rooms 
whose names may one day be as famous as 
any. But whether they achieve such fame or 
not, they are doing efficient, tecessary work 
which is adding, day by day, to the total of 
human knowledge and the total of human 
happiness. Next to the necessity cf a scientific 
basis comes the practical application of knowl- 
edge, and the imparting of princfpal and fact 
in such a way that the indivdual may receive 
the greatest amount of benefit. I have touched 
upon some of the means which are being 
used to effect this result, and have pointed 
out some of the more héipful plans, as well as 
some of the dangers which beset the path of 
the agricultural educator. 

the whole, the outlook is most en- 
couraging. We should make up our minds 
to provide for enormous growth. Agricultural 
education is yet fn its Infancy. But ite worth 
is demonstrated and the demands upon it 
will call for the wisest management, the 
broadest of ideas and unlimited devotion and 
self denial. To those who are to carry the 
burden we can give this encouragement—there 
is no department of educational work which 
offers greater opportunities of usefulness to 
the world. 


DISCUSSED SAN JOSE SCALE. 


Entomologists from Various Sections 

“Tell of Efforts To Extermi- ' 

nate the Pest. 

Cooperation of states for the control of 
horticultural pests was one of the main 
topics discussed at the second session of 
the Association of Horticultural Inspect- 
ors of the United States and Canada yes- 
terday morning. The meeting was held 
in room 104, Kimball house, and began at 
9 o'clock. It was well attended and con- 
siderable interest was manifested in the 
papers read. 


The two papers receiving most attention 
were “Interstate Cooperation for the 
Control of Horticultural Pests Whose 
Area of Distribution Extends Across 
State Lines’”’ and “Is It Desirable That 
Nurserymen Should Pay Any Part, or 
All, of the Expense of Nursery Inspection 
Required by Law, Either Directly or as 
a Fee for a Certificate?’ This last topic 
occasioned considerable discussion, the 
general opinion being that nurserymen 
should not be required to pay for the in- 
spection. 

Beginning at 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
there was a meeting of the members com- 
r posing the section of entomology of the 
Association of American Agricultural 
College and Experiment Stations in one 
of the committee rooms at the state cap- 
ftol. Many of the members of this sec- 
tion are also members of the Association 
of Horticultural Inspectors and they have 
much work in common... State Entomolo- 
sist Scott, of Georgia, is secretary of both 
bodies. 

Two papers were read, the first being 
“Excellence and Defects of Existing Leg- 
islation for the Control of Insects and 
Fungous Pests,” by 8S. A. Forbes, state 
entomologist of Illinois, and the other 
being, “Recent Observations and Exper- 
iments with Insecticides for the San Jose 
Scale,’’ by Dr. John D. Smith, state en- 
tomologist of New Jersey. 

After both papers had been read, a gen- 
era] discussion took place and each en- 
tomologist present gave some experience 
of his own. Efforts, successful and other- 
wise, to exterminate the dread San Jose 
scale from the orchards in various sec- 
tions of the country were ‘related in de- 
tail, the object of each s being to 
impart some bit of information which 
might prove of value to some one else.. 

The next meeting of the entomologists 
will be held this morning beginning at 9 
o’clock in room 1, Kimball house. Some 
of the members expect to leave for home 
at noon today, and for that

SATISFIED PEOPLE WILL VOTE 


Thinks Bonds for Sewer Work and 
Perfection of Water Works System 
Are Generally Favored.

Mayor Mims is pleased that counctil 
unanfmously agreed that the legislature 
be petitioned ‘to authorize the city to sub- 
mit’ the water and sewer bond question 
to the people. 

“TI regard the matter as one of the most 
Important—if not “fhe most important— 
that’ has been considered and disposed of 
during my administration,” said he yes- 
terday morning. : 

“The sewers demand immediate atten- 


tion,”’ he continued, “and the way now 
seems clear for tt necessary extensions. 
The water.works system is badly in need: 
of additions, because there are many peo- 
ple.in Atlanta who pay taxes and yet 
are denied water facilities. The issuance 
of $400,000 of. bonds to increase the system 
and-at the same time enlarge the list of 
consumers will at¢omplish untold good. 

“The perfection.of, the waterworks will 
incréase the revemie of the city wonder- 
fully and-as we inorease the water works 
System so do we, (tecreasé the need of a 
sanitary system, Hecause with plenty of 
water and more sewers the sewerage sys- 
tem becomes more. perfect. Without the 
water the sewers ‘would be practically 
worthless. : 

“The legislature: ‘will, I feel confident, 
give the city the authority to. submit 
the question of a bond issue to the peo- 
ple. It ig purely’ a local matter and one 
in which Atlantans are deeply and vi- 
tally interested. [fave faith in the peo- 
ple and J. am certain they will vote for 
the bonds.

OF HER HUSBAND 


Matrimonial Experience of the 


oecks Proved Brief 


She Files Spicy Suit for Alimony. 
Boeck Secures Release by Giving 
Security for His Presence 
in Court To Answer 
the Suit. 


Mrs. Katherine May Boeck, a pretty 
young woman of Philadelphia, yesterday 
filed a spicy suit for alimony against 
her ehusband, Paul C. Boeck, Atlanta 
representative of a dyestuffs concern; 
petitioned the court to enjoin Boeck 
from disposing of certain of-his funds 
in the Neal Loan and Banking Com- 
pany, and asked for a writ of ne exeat 
to prevent his leaving the jurisdiction of 
the court. 

Pursuant to an order from Judge J. 
H. Lumpkin, of the superior ‘court, 
Eoeck was taken Into custody by a dep- 
uty sheriff. A bond of $3,000 was as- 
sessed to insure his presence in court 
at the hearing of the caf, but Boeck 
announced that he could not make this 
bond. At a special hearing before Judge 
Lumpkin yesterday afternoon the de- 
fendant was released on his depositing 
with Deputy Clerk T. H. Jeffries an ac- 
count of $750 in the Neal Loan and Bank- 
ing Company, an assignment of an ac- 
count of $1,100 in a German bank, and 
the payment to his wife of $23 for her 
support until the hearing of the alimony 
suit, this in lieu of a bond. 

Mr. and Mrs. Boeck were married last 
January in Wilmington, Del., and have 
been in Atlanta since July. Mrs. Boeck’s 
home is in Philadelphia. She is a pretty 
brunette and in her petition states that 
she is 21 years of age. She says her hus- 
band is 42 years old. 


Wedded Bliss Was Brief. 

According to the petition of Mrs. 
Boeck the wedded bliss of the couple 
was brief. She alleges that shortly after 
the marriage her husband became jeal- 
ous and charged her with unfaithfulness, 
which charge she characterizes as false. 
She asserts that on last Sunday night 
her husband ordered her to pack her 
clothing and leave him, threatening that 
if she did not he wogld kick her out of 
the house and throw her clothing after 
her. States further that Boeck said he 
would not support her, and that rather 
than do so he would return to Germany, 
where he was raised. Mrs. Boeck is rep- 
resented by Attorneys Goodwin, Ander- 
son and Hallman. ‘. 

After the arrest of Boeck his counsel, 
Attorney Robert J. Jordan, petitioned 
for a reduction of the bond and the 
hearing was set for the afternoon. Boeck 
remained in the sheriff's office until the 
time for the hearing. Mrs. Boeck was 
present in the court room, but did not 
testify. 

Boeck went on the witness stand and 
stated that it would be Impossible for 
him to give a $3,000 bond. He said that 
he had $800 on deposit in the Neal Loan 
and Banking Company and $1,100 on de- 
posit in a bank in Germany. He denied 
the allegation that he had threatened to 
leave the jurisdiction of the court. 

Tried To Prove Confession. 

While examining Boeck, Attorney Jor- 
dan presented a document and endeav- 
ored to prove that it was a written con- 
fession made by Mrs. Boeck of infidelity. 
Counsel for Mrs. Boeck, however, ob- 
jectéd on the ground that the husband 
could not testify to such a confession 
on the part of his wife. Ju@ge Lump- 
kin sustained the objection, stating that 
the confession would have to be proven 
by some one else. 

Colonel John B..Goodwin made a plea 
for a special allowance for Mrs. Boeck, 
saying that she is among strangers, 
without money or any means of sup- 
port, and that she has no funds with 
which to pay board. Mrs. Boeck is suing 
for permanent and temporary alimony 
and attorneys’ fees, and the case is set 
for a hearing on October 15 at 9 o’clock 
in the morning. Judge Lumpkin allowed 
her $25 out of Boeck’s funds for her sup- 
port until that time and also allowed 
Boeck $25 for his own needs, 


Suit for $2,500 Filed. 

Robert Martin yesterday brought suit 
against the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company for $2,500 damages for al- 
leged personal injuries. 

Martin alleges that on September 21 he 
was injured while attempting to board a 
river car at the corner of Marietta and 
Forsyth streets. He states that he has 
only one leg and that before he could 
get on the car it was suddenly started. 
He says the conductor caught hold of 
him and that he was dragged 60 or 75 
feet, when the conductor released him 
and he fell. Attorney Ebb P. Upshaw 
filed the suit.

his death. The-court said: “The text- 
books have been slow to admit that such 
a killing is accidental, but the majority 
of the adjudicated cases hold that it is 
where the deceased was in no wise re- 
sponsible for it,’’ citing several recent 
cases in Kentucky, Tennessee and Mis- 
sourl.

Consult — Misunderstanding Is 
Averted—Commissioner Day 
Dissatisfied as Regards 
New Men. 


The police board will meet. this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock in called session to act 
upon what is probably one of the most 
unique propositions that has ever come 
before it. The board will be called upon 
to say whether or not the fourteen new 
men elected last week shall be placed 
On regular duty during the fair and 
above the old supernumeraries. 

The caTl for the meeting was the result 
of a consultation between Chief Ball and 
Vice Chairman Johnson, in which there 
came very near being some sort of a 
misunderstanding. 


At the last meeting of the board four- 
teen new men were elected to serve dur- 
ing the fair. How these men were to 
work was discussed and it was the un- 
derstanding of the chief and others that 
they were to go at the bottom of the 
Supernumerary list and take their 
chances to get work after the old su- 
pernumeraries had caught places. 

Vice Chairman Johnson says that Com- 
missioner Day did not so understand the 
matter and.wants the fourteen new men 
to get regular work during the fair. 

Yesterday the vice chairman called up 
the chief of police over the telephone 
and said that members of the board 
wanted the new men to have regular 
work. The chief says he understood the 
vice chairman to Say that if the new 
men were not so detailed a meeting of 
the board would be called. The chief 
thought this to be an order and decided 
to give the new men regular work rather 
than put the board to the trouble of 
holding a called session. To place him- 
self right and to have the matter clearly 
understood he wrote Vice Chairman 
Johnson a letter requesting him to put 
his order over the telephone in writing. 

“IT merely want the matter to gO upon 
the records,’ stated the’ chief in his let- 
ter, “as the putting of new men over 
old supernumeraries* has never been 


done before in the history of the depart- 
ment.’’ 


Johnson Issued No Order. 

Vice Chairman Johnson called the chief 
up Over the telephone last night and 
Stated that he had issued no order and 
that he had only mentioned the matter 
as Commissioner Day was dissatisfied. 

The chief then suggested that it would 
be best to have the board meet, and the 
vice chairman thereupon asked the chief 
to call the board together, and said the 
meeting would be held on the request 
of Commissioner Day. 3 

To a reporter of The Constitution Vice 
Chairman Johnson stated last night that 
he had no intention of issuing any order 
about the detail of the men. 

“Commissioner Day is dissatisfied,” 
Stated Commissioner Johnson, ‘and he 
Says he thought the new men were to 
have regular work during the fair, and 
if such is not the case he might wish 
to withdraw the men he nominated for 
election. on the force. . 

There are about twenty-five old super- 
numeraries who have been working for 
less than $0 a month, and they looked 
for more regular work during the fair. 
To put the fourteen new men above 
them would keep them out of the extra 
work they so much desired and expected. 

The action of the board this morning 
will be watthed with considerable inter- 
est, as the contemplated detail ‘of the 
new men is an innovation {n police work.

Southern's Passenger Department 
May Be Moved, 


Georgia Southern and Florida Will 
Soon Take Over the Atlantic, 
Valdosta and . Western. 
Schedules To Be An- 
nounced, Etc. 


It was rumored in Atlanta yesterday 
that the offices of the passenger depart- 
ment of the Southern ‘are to be moved 
to Atlanta on November 1 and that the 
offices of the auditing department are 
to come here January 1. It is understood 
that the operating department will also 
be removed to Atlanta, but the rumors 
in circulation give no date for this 
change. 

When the removal of the _ general 
freight offices from Washington to At- 
lanta was first announced it was stated 
that they would in all probability be 
followed by the passenger offices and 
that in time all the general offices would 
be located in Atlanta. 

It is stated on good authority that the 
Southern has leased its buildings in 
Washington to the government. This 
is considered a very strong indication 
that the general offices are to be re- 
moved to Atlanta, 

It is understood that the offices of 
the passenger and auditing departments 
are to be located In the Equitable build- 
ing until the Southern builds its new 
passenger station in Atlanta, at which 
time the offices will. all. be moved into it. 

President Spencer stated some _ time 
ago that the Southern would in a short 
time proceed to construct a depot, and 
it is believed that some definite an- 
nouncement will be made in this matter 
as soon as the present depot commission 
is discharged. : 

The officers of the Southern in At- 
lanta say they know nothing of the re- 
moval of the offices of the passenger 
and audfting departments’ to this city, 
and give little credence to the rumors. 
It is said that no arrangements for of- 
fice space have been made, so far as 
any one in Atlanta knows. 

On the other hand; ‘it is universally 
admitted that Atlanta is the logical 
place for the location of the Southern’s 
headquarters, and it fs believed every- 
where that their removal to this .city 
is only a question of time. The railway 
men of the city and Atlantans gener- 
ally will await developments in this 
matter with great interest. 


Will Take Over A., V. and W. 

The stockholders of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida will meet in Ma- 
con on Thursday, October 16, at which 
time it is understood they will-ratify the 
purchase of the Atlantic, Valdosta and 
Western. baud of 

This road was purchased some time 
ago by the Southern and since August 
1 has been operated|'by -the Georgia 

outhern and Florida. However, through 
service between Macon and Jackson- 
ville has never been established, and the 
two roads have been rum practically as 
they were when the Atlantic, Valdosta 
and Western was independent. 

After the purchase 4s ratified the At- 
lantic, Valdosta and Western will be- 
come a part of the. Georgia Southern 
and Florida. It is understood that here- 
after trains will be operated through 
from Macon to Jacksonville and that the 
portion of the line between Valdosta and 
Palatka will in the future be operated 
as a branch. The new schedules have 
all been arranged: and are to go into 
effect Sunday, October 19.
